A policy to implement a project fox* improving 

Newmarket streets has been in a state of suspension 

around the town council table for many months. It is 
believed that it was mostly settled out Monday night. 
A by-law for resurfacing the paved streets passed 
second reading. The first proposal; more than a year 
old, for building curbs, gutters and storm sewers on 
many of the streets was omitted from the by-law. 

New information from the de- 



- 



partment of highways had been 
turned up recently to reveal a 
decrease in provincial govern- 
ment road grants. The more ex- 
pansive program for improve- 

; ments was abandoned by most 
members of council. Previously 
council expected that the pro- 
vincial subsidies would lower the 
total cost of street work to the 
town and to the individual prop- 

- erty owner. 

't In the meantime property 
owners have been petitioning for 
improvements on their own 
streets. Three petitions have 
been received by council already, 
from owners on Simcoe St., Niag- 
ara St. and Tecumseh and Raglan 
Sts. They want all the improve- 
ments on their streets with pave- 
ment, curbs and gutters under a 
local improvement plan. These 
property owners are willing to be 
assessed for a percentage of the 
costs of the improvements. 

If a large enough percentage 
of the property owners on any 
street sign a petition for any 
: improvements, the work will be 
done. Usually the cost is spread 
over 15 years, shared equally by 
the town and the property own- 
er. 

Although the by-law passed 
second reading in council for 
only resurfacing the paved 
streets, a notice of motion was 
presented by Councillor Chas. 
VanZant and Reeve Arthur D. 
Evans, still persistent, to under- 
take the additional work of 
building curbs, gutters and storm 
sewers on several of the main 
streets as originally proposed.

Last week an architect advised 
council that a new building 
could be erected housing the 
same facilities as the renovated 

town hall, and extension on its 
south side, the only exception 
being an auditorium and market 
place. The estimated cost was 
$100,000. With an auditorium, 
cost would be approximately 
$158,000. With a larger auditor- 
ium capacity than the present 
town hall plus a county health 
unit the new building would 
cost approximately $200,000.

Lay mastic floor 

For Newmarket arena 

A $20,000 debenture by-law for the Newmarket 
Memorial Arena passed second reading at a town- 
council meeting Monday night. Tho purpose of the 
expenditure is to pay off tho present arena deficit of 
approximately $11,000 and to pay for a concrete mastic 
floor to be put in this summer at an approximate cost 
of less than $7,000, 
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The request for the debenture 
was put to council several weeks 
ago. The $11,000 is to be paid 
to contractors for work on the 

building renovations, a new heat- 
ing system and other equipment. 
The mastic concrete floor will 
enable the arena to be used for 
almost any purpose during the 
warm weather season. Tho 
floor material is designed to 
withstand large weights and long 
wear so that roller skating, danc- 
ing, display fairs, Indoor sports 
and any kind of activity can be 
held In the building. 
. There are a few more Improve- 
ments yet to be done at the 
arena. New electric wiring is 
expected to be done this season. 
Two members of the arena com- 
mission, W. J. Geer and Dewey 
Kuhns, attended council meeting 

last Monday night. They said 
that the arena will carry the 
costs of the debenture and will 
also pay for its own insurance, 
An arena financial report has 
been presented to council. . 

A debenture of $22,000 was re- 
quested from council first 
Council and the commission 
agreed on a less expensive floor* 
ing material than first proposed 
and Mayor Vale suggested that 
an $18,000 debenture would be 



adequate. A compromise of 
$20,000 was finally reached which 
is expected to provide enough 
immediate funds for building Im- 
provements still to be completed. 
The by-law will be sent to tho 
Ontario municipal board for ap- 
proval.

"Canadians have good reason 
to be proud of Trans-Canadu Air 
Lines," said Mr. Hording, "It 
has grown from the smallest of 
beginnings in 1D37 to become the 
sixth largest/ among the world's 
air lines.

The work of the Newmarket 

town council has been steadily 

increasing since the beginning of 

the year, With more by-laws, 

more contentious problems, 

longer discussions and frequent 
delegations to council meetings 
routine business started, to fall 
behind schedule. 
The last threo meetings held 

by council were within eight 
days. Last week It was discover- 
ed that there were a dozen 
routine by-lows which had ac- 
cumulated and wero waiting for 
council's reading. A special 
meeting had to be called Thura* 
day of last week.

Soil and Health dub 
Organized at Sutton 

Under the able chairmanship 
of Rev. W. I. D. Smith, -a Soil 
and Health Club was formed in 
Sutton last week. After an in- 
teresting talk on world-wide 
progress and thought in the 
matter by Mrs. Irving Robertson, 
and some discussion by those 
present, the following resolution 
was carried; 

Resolved that we, representa- 
tives of Sutton and the adjacent 
countryside do at this meeting 
organize ourselves into a Soil 
and Health Club, such a club to 

be for mutual pleasure and 
friendly competition, and also for 
the purpose of increasing our 
knowledge of organic composting 
and of the law of return to the 
earth of all waste material.

of the most important and far- 
reach i n g movements in the 
world today.

Those present came from farm 
and village, and from as far 
away as Newmarket. Great in- 
terest was shown in the purpose 
of the club. Literature is to be 
bought, and placed in the Public 
Library so that everybody can 
take advantage of it.

An action brought against 
John Bowser, Aurora, by Lewis 
L. Strauss of Brandy Rock Farm, 
Brandy, Va., to recover the price 
he paid for an Aberdeen-Angus 
bull which he claimed would not 
breed, was dismissed last week 
by Mr. Justice Barlow. 

Mr. Strauss, a member of the 
Atomic Energy Commission, 
claimed $1,800 the price of the 
bull and $1,500 for expenses. 

He based his claim on a war- 
ranty issued by Mr. Bowser 
which stated the bull, Blackcap 
of Maple Gables 23rd, (i has sired 
calves on my farm, is right and 
sound in every way and I guar- 
antee him to be a breeder for 
you". After purchase, the bull 
was taken with two others by 
truck some 800 miles to the 
Strauss farm, a seven day trip. 
Later, Mr. Strauss claimed, the 
bull was found to have a deform- 
ity which made it unsuitable for 
breeding. 

His lordship said the bull 
might have been injured during 
the long truck drive and accepted 
Mr. Bowser's statement that the 
bull was sound when sold. A. 
H. Young acted for plaintiff and 
A. A. Mncdonald for defense.

N. L. Mathews, Newmarket, 
president of the Ontario Liberal 
Association, urged the local Lib- 
eral groups to forward the pro- 
vincial body resolutions which 
they would like to see included 
in the Liberal provincial policy.

He cited one instance where Mr. 
Drew had given an address of 
two and a half hours in the house 
to which, in reply, Mr. St. Laur- 
ent had said: Mr. Drew has spok- 
en sometimes violently, some- 
times insultingly. I leave it to 
the members of the house to de- 
cide whether in his two and a 
half hours he has contributed 
anything to the progress of the 
country's affairs.

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THAT MAN'S HERE AGAIN 
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Council appears to be so burdened with work 
that it cannot give the attention and foresighted view 
of municipal development that is required. Consider, 
for example, the development of the municipal proposal 
It had an abortive start with the proposal of industry 
that it would provide a hall if the town provided the 
land. Straightway, that project was launched but the 
vote was so inconclusive that no hall was buUt although 
the land was purchased. The saving grace of tffis 
project was that the land was necessary anyway for 
parking in the centre of town and it remains available 
for municipal development as the need arises. 

Then it was suggested in committee that the present 
town hall, being sound of wall and beam, could be 
renovated to provide the necessary accommodation at 

a comparatively low cost. That proposal was aired but 

nothing done until this year when a cost plus contract 
for the work was suggested. When the municipal . 
board refused to sanction such an arrangement, an 
architect Was hired and it was found that the cost of 
a new building would not be greatly higher than the 
renovations. 

Additionally, there arose a dispute about the loca- 
tion of a f irehall, originally considered as part of the 
municipal building. It was argued that a firehall 
opening into Botsford St. would be handicapped by the 
traffic congestion on those streets. A new building 
on the present site or on Park Ave. has been urged. 
It would be impossible to count the number of hours 
which have gone into discussion about a municipal 
building, time which would be justified if there was 
something to show for it. But although the plans for 
a new building have been constantly changed so that 
they begin to resemble proposals made years ago, there 
is still nothing definite to place before the public. 

If there was a municipal planning board which, 
under council's authority, could undertake the consid- 
. oration of all the particulars of municipal buildings and 
bring before council a well thought out plan, we would 
be much further ahead, and the bottle-necks which 
have attended the opening of a magistrate's office, 
and the difficulties which might arise over the relocation 
of the town offices because of the health unit, could be 
foreseen and prepared for. Council itself would then 
be in the happy position which Mayor Vale has long 
labored for of considering policy only and leaving 
details to the municipal officers and committees within 
whose province they fall.

How much longer can we afford to await the 
, formation of an authoi'ity to begin the work of con- 
servation and control in the Holland River watershed? 
It has now been almost a year and a half since the 
proposal of a Holland River Conservation Authority was 
made. Last winter a meeting to organize such an 
authority was called but it had to be adjourned because 
of absent representatives from several municipalities. 
It was decided then to hold another meeting a week 
or two later but months have passed and nothing has 
been done. 

The growth of Aurora and Newmarket, two of 
the major centres in the watershed, will soon be strain- 
ing again their sources of water. To the east and to 
the west of the river there are vast areas of eroded 
land which require attention if they are to be restored 
to fertility and adjoining lands saved from their fate. 
A condition has arisen south of Aurora where, it is 
said, the heavy demands for water of the Ontario hospi- 
tal in the former De La Salle building are lowering tho 
wells of the district. In the Oak Ridges area, increasing 
growth will present fresh problems which might bo 
avoided by decisive action now. 

In Newmarket this spring, the river flooded once 
again, coming close to endangering the Hoffman plant 
The banks of the river where it flows through the town 
were cut away still more by the current Croat 
volumes of water poured downstream, water which, if 
impounded in the spring could serve as reservoirs for 
late summer drought Newmarket continues to dump 
raw sewage in the stream to the great inconvenience 
of those downstream. Uncertainty continues to plague 
the ultimate disposition of Fairy Lake and waste tho 
work already done on it 

Until a conservation authority is established, there 
is little likelihood of tho inter-municipal action, so 
necessary to the development of the watershed. But 
it is obvious too that the longer the delay in tho 
establishment of an authority, tho greater tho prob- 
lems with which it must deal. 

N««d lor planning 

Events in Newmarkot in the last few weeks offer 
an excellent argument in favor of a municipal plan- 
ning board* The proposal for a municipal building, 
tho need for a magistrate's court and office, and the 
location here of the health unit have created problems 
which could have been foreseen and their solutions 
prepared in advance by n planning board. 

The council has known of tho eventual establish- 
ment of a health unit for two years or so. The need 
for a municipal building has grown increasingly obvious 
in recent years. The establishment of a magistrate's 
of fico in Newmarket is also an event which might have 
beon foreseen by a planning body concerned exclusively 
with tho consideration of such matters. 




The Canadian Federation of 
Agriculture was started a few 
years ago by men who wished 
to have better conditions for the 
farm people. Later the county 
federations were organized. 
These county groups work along 
with organized farm groups in 
the county. 

The federation has not been 
getting the desired results. 
There arc many farm people 
who do not belong to any or- 
ganization. The county feder- 
ation had no way to contact 
this group of farm people. 

To give all farm people a 
chance to work in organized 
agriculture we have now town* 
ship units of federation. Mark- 
ham, Whitchurch and East 
Gwillimbury are organized as 
units. We hear that Vaughan 
and King townships are to be 
organized shortly. In agricul- 
ture federation work each group 
of farmers works out what it 
thinks is best for the group. 
One splendid idea from one 
group is it a director or repre- 
sentative cannot attend a meet- 
ing, he sends someone in his 
place. 

What the central group wants 
is to be able to contact the 
farm people and get opinions 
from each township unit 
through a director or contact 
parly in each school section. 
Now let us supposo there is a 
measure going to bo passed by 
our government that is not in 
Uio interests of the farm people, 
or wo are asking that some leg- 
islation be passed for the far- 
mer. If we have at least one 
contact in each school section in 
York county, wo would have 
around 150 farm people that we 
could ask to write or send a 
telegram or mako personal con- 
tact with our members of par- 
liament.

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merit members.

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MILK FBOFITS 

The editor: It was interesting 
(to say the least) to read that 
assertion credited to Mr. M. G. 
Simpson, Toronto, managing dir- 
ector of Canada Dairies, Ltd., in 
your editorial entitled "Dairies 
'threatened'": "bottled milk dis- 
tributors are working on the 
narrowest of profit margins and 
they just could not reduce costs 
without threatening their own ex- 
istence. In large cities," Mr. 
Simpson is reported to have said, 
"dairy operators are working on 
a profit margin of one-fifth of a 
cent a quart." 

The above statement could be 
interpreted at several very dif- 
ferent levels, and 1 suggest that 
it would be desirable to have 
more light directed at just pre- 
cisely what is meant by the term 
"a profit margin"? 

In all too many instances, ac- 
cording to my reading of the 
annual reports of organizations 
engaged in handling, moving, 

processing and distributing the 
products of the farm, "a profit 
margin" is the residual fraction 
of the unit price which remains 
after all costs of' all kinds have 
been taken care of. In these 
circumstances, therefore, the 
aforesaid "one-fifth of a cent a 
quart" really doesn't touch the 
problem of the costs of the ser- 
vices actually being rendered — 
nor of the possibility of their 
being reduced. 

Vast sums can easily vanish in 
a complicated and duplicated dis- 
tributive function (as our labor 
friends would say it) "feather- 
bedded" with over-generous ad- 
ministration and depreciation ex- 
penditures en route between the 
milk producer and the final 

user. 

On the other hand, and with 
due respect to Professor Burton's 
top suggestion concerning ways 
of boosting milk sales— "Offer the 
customer a price-cut for buying 
more than one bottle of milk" — 
I suggest that milk is good value 
today when measured against a 
host of other less essential com- 
modities; also that, under only 
exceptional circumstances, is the 
proposed price-cut technique used 
anywhere along the urban bus- 
iness front

Man has been gambling with 
nature for thousands of years, but 
when we know that certain meas- 
ures can be taken to avoid flood 
and drought conditions, is it good 
business to postpone an import- 
ant step that must eventually be 
taken? 

In spite of adequate snow and 
rain fall during the past season, 
farmers within the area of the 



new Ontario hospital are already 
reporting their wells at a danger. 
ous low level. They have ex- 
pressed the opinion that the con- 
dition exists because the hospi- 
tal draws such a vast quantity of 
water each day. 

It was for the protection of this 
watershed, that the two munici- 
palities requested the formation 
of an authority. A. H. Richard- 
son, chief conservation engineer 
for the province of Ontario, will 
probably call another meeting. 
It is important that a full rep- 
resentation from the area affect- 
ed by the Holland Valley water- 
shed be present. Anything as 

vital as our water supply either 
too much or too little, is of such 
importance that it should not be 
postponed indefinitely,

STAFF SHORTAGE 

The editor: During the past 
several weeks we have endeavor- 
ed to keep the community in- 
formed regarding some of the 
activities of our hospital. 

We feel proud of our hospital 
which was chosen by the Univer- 
sity of, Toronto, School of Hy- 
giene, last October to be visited 
for the second year by their 
class of students who are qual- 
ifying as hospital administrators. 

Up to the present time we 
have said very little about our 
difficulty in obtaining sufficient 
nursing staff to carry on a well 
organized and systematic nursing 
service to the community. So 
much of the success of a hos- 
pital, particularly a smaller one 
such as ours, depends on its 

nursing staff. 

We realize that the shortage is 
not peculiar to our own institu- 
tion for despite & greater enrol- 
ment in Canadian schools for 
nurses than ever before (12,000) 
our 170 schools of nursing cannot 
possibly meet the ever increasing 
demand for nurses from our hos- 
pitals, industry and public health, 
especially in view of the heavy 
casualties at the altar. 

With our present program of 
hospital expansion, with greatly 
enlarged public health activities, 
and with more nurses than ever 
being absorbed into industry in 
hoats of new positions, the situa- 
tion for all these fields (but par- 
ticularly for hospitals with their 
night shifts) will become more 
difficult and even more desper- 
ate as the years go by. 

A study of the work done by 
graduate nurses has shown that 
from 50 to 60 percent of their 
time is spent on work which 
could have been done quite sat- 
isfactorily by others less well 
trained. Through this discovery 
has come our trained practical 
nurses or nursing assistants. 
Year by year the level of the 
undergraduate training is rising 



SOIL EROSION 

The editor: I am taking the 
liberty of mentioning a conditionjBclleville unit, 
of soil erosion evident on the! 
farms in your part of the county. 
I have never witnessed so many 
washed channels caused by water. 
Some farmers have had to fill 
them in with the plow — but the 
soil that was once there cannot 
be replaced. 

From my experience, having 
lived in the western States' dust 
bowl during my younger life, I 
know the destructive and damag- 
ing effect of wind as a factor in 
soil erosion. Forms, some pros- 
perous, are now a shambles, va- 
cated and in ruins. But we say 
this can't happen here. 

Today the high wind brought 
back memories as I mention 
above. The driver of our car 
was, as many others were, forced 
to stop on account of blurred 
vision,' while the gusts of wind 
blew the top soil from a field 
near your beautiful village of 
Sharon. We always admire the 
pastoral scenery on the road from 
Newmarket to Keswick where we 
visit during the summer and it 
Is to be regretted that wind Is 
causing so much damage. 

Perhaps, Mr. Editor, you could 
champion a plan of wind breaks 
and the growing of suitable 
crops for farms subject to wind 
and water erosion.

The general conception of the 
new system is a combination of 
three grades in one classroom. 
The same teacher instructs in the 
three grades and in that way 
students arc able to take review 
work in a lower grade or advanc- 
ed work in the next grade. 

The system will be experimen- 
tal and optional in public schools 
for an indefinite period accord- 
ing to Mr. McKillop. It is not 
likely that it will become com- 
pulsory next year, he said. When 
the system is applied it will re- 
quire more teachers and more 
room In the schools. 

There have been indications 
that a junior high school might 
be established in the Ontario 

system taking in grades 7, 8, 
and 10. It is not known whether 
these grades will come under a 
public school board or a high 
school board. 

After discussing the experiment 
in one room for next September, 
board members voted against it. 
Trustee A. H. Atkins said that 
it would involve extra work and 
complications and that he did not 
think it would be worth while 
next year. 

J. L. K, Bell commented on 
what he thought to be conflicting 
theories in educational systems. 
"At one trme teachers were en- 
couraged to specialize In certain 
lines so they would be better 

qualified for teaching one sub- 
ject. On the other hand, the idea 
now is that the typo of 
teaching in rural scnools get bet- 
ter results. It seems that the 
two ideas are conflicting,"

It was three times and out for 
the Schomberg Fire Brigade last 
Saturday. About 4.30 p.m., fire 
was discovered in the egg grad- 
ing room of the plant ot the 
Schomberg Chicken Picking and 
Egg Grading Co. 

Although hampered by dense 
smoke the firemen were able to 
locate the seat of the fire and 
confine it to that room. The cool- 
ing system and egg grading ma- 
chine were destroyed and also 
some 2,000 dozen eggs. Damage 
to the building from fire and 
water was about $500. 

Apparently the fire was ex- 
tinguished. A close check was 
kept for some time but about 
11.30 p.m. dense smoke t»goin 
poured from the building. Fire 

had worked along the roof raft- 
ers. A false ceiling had conceal- 
ed this and protected it from 
the water at the first fire. 
This time, considerable diffi- 



culty was found in getting at the 
fire. It was necessary to chop 
holes through the roof in several 
places to get water on the burn- 
ing rafters. Again the fire was 
apparently extinguished. 

About 4.30 a.m. Sunday morn- 
ing, the brigade was again called 
out. The fire had spread along 
the rafters to the west side of 
the building and this time broke 
through the roof in several 
places. For a time it appeared 
that the fire would get out of 
control, but finally, after opening 
the roof in many places, it was 
put out. 

Considerable damage was 
caused to the inner walls and 
partitions from water. But the 
chicken picking machinery had 
little damage done to it.

Opinion on entry 

Attending a meeting at Tempe ranee ville school on 
Monday evening, May 22, held to discuss the public 
health unit system, addressed by Dr. William Moseley, 
director of East York health unit, were Mr. Horace 
Brown, a member of the school board for S. S. 1, King 
and Whitchurch; Mrs. R. J. Woolley, Jr., president 
of Oak Ridges Home and School Association, and Mrs. 
J. Giitimell, Mr. and Mrs. C. L. Stephenson, Mr. John 
Martin, principal of Oak Ridges school, and Mrs. Martin. 

Sponsored by TemperanceviUe 
Women's Institute, the meeting 
was attended by trustees and 
ratepayers of King twp. school 
sections, teachers of several 
schools, Home and School Assoc- 
iations and King twp. WJ. 
branches. Reeve Elton Arm- 
strong, Councillor William Hodg- 
son and Clerk H. G. Rose were 
also present. 

TemperanceviUe WJ. is en- 
deavoring to promote the entry of 
King twp.

YORK COUNTY 



In Review 1615 - 1949 

This is another of a series of articles on the history of 
York County, edited by Hugh Griggs, Mimico, from in- 
formation compiled during the past four years by W. G. 
Goddard, staff member of Weston Collegiate Institute and 
Vocational School. York County celebrates its centenary this 
year. 

It was just before the turn of the century that the 

townships of Whitby, Pickering, Scarborough, York, 

Etobicoke, Markham, Vaughan, King, Whitchurch, 

Uxbridge, Gwillimbury and the tract of land laid cut 

into townships, lying between the counties of Durham 

and Lake Simcoe, by an Act of Parliament constituted 

and formed the East Riding of York. 

At the same time, the town- 
ships of Beverley and Flambor- 
ough, East and West, and the 
tract of land, on the Grand River 
north of Dundas Street, then in 
the occupation of the Six Nation 
Indians, and all the land between 
that tract and the East Riding 
of the County of York with the 
lands in the rear of the town- 
ships of Blenheim and Blanford, 
by an act of parliament consti- 
tuted and formed the West Rid- 
ing of York. 

First Settler 

Timothy Rogers, the first set- 
tler on the site of Newmarket, 

together with Jacob Lundy, es- 1801 showed the following fig- 
fablishcd a Quaker settlement at ures: townships of York. Scar- 



Park. His house was used as a 
refuge for many of the ladies of 
York during the American invas- 
ion of the town in 1813. It is 
said that his original dwelling 
still remains as part of a resi- 
dence on Lawton Blvd. 
Christian Reesor came from 

Pennsylvania and obtained lot 
No. 4, con. 10, Markham town- 
ship. He did this by trading the 
horses on which he and his wife 

rode over here. He then return- 
ed to Pennsylvania, this time on 

foot, and brought his family back 
with him. 

A census taken in the 
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this place. 

This was in 1800, the year the 
Township of Whitchurch was 
surveyed. 

On January 3, John Small, 
clerk of the executive council, 
and Attorney-G e n e r a I John 
White fought a duel. White died 
of wounds. Small was indicted 
for murder, but was acquitted. 
Thomas Scott was appointed 
White's successor on July 24. 

The land running north from 
Queen St. was divided into park 
lots each containing 100 acres 
and numbered westward from 
George Street, now the first 
street east of Jarvis Street. 

Lot No. 1 was granted to Wil- 
liam Jarvis. His home was de- 
molished when Jarvis St- was 
put through. 

Capt. John McGill owned Lot 
No. 2. His home was on the 
site now occupied by the Metro- 
politan church. 

Dr. Macaulay, mentioned ear- 
lier, owned lot No. 3. This began 
on the east at Yonge St. Tcraul- 
ty St. takes its name from the 
last syllable of Mrs. Macaulay # s[ 
maiden name, Hayter, and the 
last two, syllables of Macaulay. 

Lot No. 4 was owned by Chief 
Justice filmsley, who traded the 
southern half of this lot for Dr. 
Macaulay's northern half. 

Lot No. 5 of which Osgoode 
Hall ground.? is a part, was first 
owned by Kcv. T. Raddish. Lat- 
er, John Beverley Robinson ac- 
quired it. 

" Petersfield was the name giv- 
en to Peter Russell's estate. On 
the death of Miss Russell, it was 
left to Dr. William Warren Bald- 
win, the father of Robert Bald- 
win. Baldwin opened Spadina 
Ave. 

Bathurst St. was the western 
boundary of the holding of E. B. 
Littlehales. Capt. John Denison 
bought this property and opened 
Denison Ave., a street two blocks 
east of Bathurst St 

The next section, consisting of 
five lots from Bathurst St. to 
Ossington Ave., was owned by 
Col. David Shank, Capt. Mae- 
doncil, Capt. Samuel Smith, Capt. 
and later Major-Gen. Aeneas 
Shaw, who gave his name to 
Shaw St.. and Capt. Bouchctte. 

David Burns, William Chervett 
and Alexander Mat-Nab, Thomas 
Ridout and William Allan and 
Angus MacdonncH owned the 
lots from Ossington Ave. to Duf- 
fcrin St. 

This Alexander MacNab, men- 
tioned above, was commissioned 
in the British Army and was the 
only Canadian to be killed at the 
battle of Waterloo in 1815. 

The Rev. George O'KUl Stew- 
art, B.A., was appointed the first 
rector of St. James in IfiOD.

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The government has announced the appointment of 
a joint dominion-provincial commission to assess the 
damage in the Manitoba flood area and Quebec fires and 
to recommend how large a federal grant should be 
given to the two provinces to cope with the disasters.

Spring is bringing with it an 
abundance of fresh fruits and 
vegetables which the thrifty 
housewife will want to hold for 
less productive seasons, and for 
many, this will involve home 
canning. 

First of all, foods do not mir- 
aculously improve in flavor or 
appearance during canning. 
Therefore fruits and vegetables 
to be canned should be of the 
highest quality. In addition, 
they should be canned as soon as 

possible after gathering. You 
cannot overemphasize the impor- 
tance of using only tender, young 
vegetables and well formed, ma- 
ture fruits when canning. 

Before the canning season 
really gets underway, it is im- 
portant to check your utensils to 
make sure that they are in good 
condition. Pressure canners are 
now used by many housewives 
the year round, but if, by chance, 
they have been stored away for 
the winter, they should be taken 
out well ahead of time and 

thoroughly checked, particularly 

the openings to the petcock, safe- 
ty valve and pressure gauge. 

Glass sealers should be chock- 
ed carefully to make sure they 
are not cracked or nicked in the 
rim. New glass tops or metal 
screw bands may be required as 
well as new rubber rings. When 
buying rubber rings, be sure to : , 
get the correct size for your 
sealers. The narrow rings are 
for the screw top sealers and the 
wider ones for the spring top 
sealers. The boxes in which the 
rings are sold are clearly mark- 
ed with the trade-names of the 
sealers on which they should be 
used. Rubber rings should not 
be used a second time. 

When tin cans are to be used, 
the sealing machines should be 
carefully inspected and a test 
can sealed to see that the ma- 
chine Is working perfectly. 

There are two methods of 
packing, hot and cold pack. The 
hot pack is the method recom- 
mended for canning vegetables. 
In this method, the product is 
actually packed into the con- 
tainers while boiling hot and 
then processed for the required 
time. 

The cold pack is an excellent 
method to use for fruits and to- 
matoes. As the name implies, 
the food is packed into the sealer 
or can and is then covered with 
either hot or cold liquid and 



should never be used for canning 
vegetables. 

A few minutes spent in care- 
ful planning and checking with 
last year's results will show the 
homemaker which method she 
prefers for each of the products 
to be canned. It is a good idea 
to look at the vacant spots in the 
storage shelves because they tell 
you very quickly what the fam- 
ily liked best and, no doubt, you 
will want to do more of the fav- 
orites this year. 

Modern methods of canning 
recommend leaving a headspace 
when packing. Headspace is the 
space between the surface of the 
liquid and the rim of the con- 
tainer. Leaving such a space 
helps to prevent loss of liquid 
from sealers or bursting of tin 
cans. 

After processing, the sealers 
should be cooled in an upright 
position, out of draughts, with 
some space between them for 
circulation of air. Tin cans are 
cooled by plunging them imme- 
diately into cold water. Chang- 
ing the water frequently helps to 

speed up the cooling. 

The canning bulletin put out 
free of charge by the department 
of agriculture has been revised 
recently and is now available. 
This bulletin will be a boon to 
the home-canning novice since It 
not only gives all the steps in 
canning fruits and vegetables 
but also the directions for mak- 
ing many delicious, jams, jellies 
and pickles.

If being a 
Christian is only calling one's 
self by that name, our speaker 
concluded, then Gandhi was not 
a Christian but if living the 
Christ life means anything, then 
he was!

An experiment in education, 
the first of its kind in Canada, 
has been carried out by Picker- 
ing College, Newmarket, this 
year. During the late winter and 
again two weeks ago, part of 
Pickering College went to the 
bush for a week. 

The "classroom in the bush" 
was an experiment in school 
camping to make students aware 
of conservation, give them an ex- 
perience in meeting people who 
work in the forest areas, give 
them an idea about natural re- 
sources, their conservation and 
restoration. According to the 
headmaster, R. E. K. Rourke, and 
the supervisor, C. R. Blackstock, 
the experiments were definite- 
ly successful. 

Other purposes of the experi- 
ment were to find out how much 
such schemes would cost and 

how practical they are. The two 

projects were sponsored by the 
College. Mr. Blackstock, Pick- 
ering physical education director, 

supervised and directed the trips. 
The Ontario Lands and Forests 
department supplied experts in 

the field of conservation of nat- 
ural resources to instruct the 
students. 

There were two projects. In 
the first part of March, grades 
seven and eight spent a week at 
Limberlost Lodge in the Hunts- 
ville area. With department in- 
structors the boys saw a log mill 
and a saw mill in operation, had 
actual experience in handling 
lumber. They took field trips 
for tree identification, bird and 
animal identification, saw a 



Rangers School, had instruction 
in trapping and examined pelts. 
A local trapper took the boys 
who travelled on skis along part 
of a trap line and demonstrated 
beaver and mink sets. 

Appropriate movies from the 
department of lands and forests 
and the meteorology bureau were 
shown in the evenings. All the 
boys made reports and were sup- 
plied with a library of reference 
books, maps and charts. 

The second experiment • two 
weeks ago was held in the Ux- 
bridge district with the centre of 
operations at Skyloft Lodge, a 
ski resort three miles north of 
Clarcmont. Some of the younger 
boys in grades five and six went 
on this trip, helped to plant 
5,000 trees and made field trips 
which included fishing and bird 
identification every day. They 
observed cropping of timber in 
the reforestation areas. In trim- 
ming, many carloads of pulpwood 

are taken off these department 

reforestation areas. 

On this second project there 
was more concentration on soil 
and terrain and how to control 
and manage it. Students saw the 
effects of breaks in grass cover 
on hills, the effects of erosion by 
wind and rain. 



form now which will be used 
in the public schools for conser- 
vation education. This type of 
education also fits in with the 
department of lands and forests 
program to increase public edu- 
cation, especially on the protec- 
tion of forests and wild life. 

In the United States, school 
camping projects have been car- 
ried out to a large extent in 
Michigan. In Mr. Blaekstock's 
opinion, schools could help the 
department of lands and forests 
to a great extent in cropping and 
planting. 

"School sections could be asked 



to plant trees along roads, 1 ' he 
suggested. "In the fall and 
spring department workers are 
short of help, A number of stu- 
dents from a high school in 
grade nine and ten for example, 
could assist in a project of tree 
planting in their area. Instead 
of one 'Arbor Day* there could 
be an 'Arbor Week' when the stu- 
dents could plant trees along the 
highway with the supervision of 
department personnel and with 
department tools." 

These have been successful ex- 
periments in new practices in 
education. Next month Head- 
master R. B. K. Rourke, Mr. 
Blackstock and staff members 
will plan future camping schools. 
Also sitting in on the planning 
will be representatives from For- 
estall Village schools.

tions. It should be sown, how- 
ever, as early in the spring as 
soil and weather permit, when 
the ground is moist and cool. 

Hamburg parsley, also known 
as turnip-rooted parsley, is 
shown in the accompanying Gar- 
den Graph. The fleshy root is 
about the size of a large parsnip 
and can be boiled and eaten like 
parsnips. The skin on this root 
is creamy white and so fine that 
it requires only washing instead 
of paring. 

Nutritionists now know that 
parsley roots are at their best 
when eaten raw. Grated and 
served with mayonnaise they 



have en appetizing nutty flavor. 

For garnishing purposes the 

double curled parsley, illustrat- 
ed, is preferred nowadays to the 
plain leaved. It Is quite dwarf 
with curley, finely cut dark 
green lea%'es. It stands the win- 
ter well and retains its color the 
entire season. 

But don't ignore the plain 
leaved variety entirely. One 

plain leaved type has a thick 
root like that of a parsnip. It 
can be boiled as a pot herb or 
dried and grated like horse- 
radish. 

Parsley seed is slow to germin- 
ate and often a month will elapse 
before seedlings appear. Thin 
out the plants, when large 
enough, to stand six inches to a 
foot apart. Since a dozen plants 
will provide an ample supply for 

the average household — unless 
you become a parsley enthusiast 
— it is well to give each indi- 
vidual plant ample space.
